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Chaos  reigned  in  my  mind  as  I  sat  struggling  to  make  plans 
for  an  anniversary  party  for  the  class  of  '54.  Invitations  to  be 
issued;  a  club  house  was  to  be  secured;  decorations  to  be 
made;  and  refreshments  to  be  planned— how  could  I  ever 
surmount  these  obstacles?  I  was  weak  with  fright.  Suddenly 
the  licht  dawned— Why  should  I  undertake  this  tremendous 
task  alone?  I  had  classmates  who  were  experts  in  these  fields. 
Then,  clinging  to  the  telephone  with  both  hands,  I  made  a 
long  distance  call  to  Billy  Moore,  Mayor  of  Chicago,  who 
gladly  consented  to  let  us  use  a  club  house  there.  Feeling  that 
I  was  beginning  to  conquer  my  anxiety,  I  next  thought  of 
decorations.  Oh!  Happy  day!— That  also  could  be  dumped 
into  the  laps  of  my  efficient  classmates.  Agnes  McCaslin, 
Helen  Schronce,  Svhil  Goodson,  Ann  Boggs  and  Shirley  Rice 
were  nationally  known  for  their  expertness  at  Interior  de- 
coration.

His  helpers,  Delbert  Rikard,  Contractor;  Loy  Devine, 
Electrician;  and  Tommy  Cash,  TV  expert,  also  played  a  big 
part  in  this  stupendous  undertaking.  Kay  Roach,  a  vocalist 
who  had  her  own  TV  show,  and  Jerry  Goforth,  a  second 
Arthur    Godfrey,    offered    to   help    with    our   entertainment. 

Mary  Frances  Ingle,  the  owner  of  a  bakery,  donated  the 
bio  anniversary  cake  which  she  baked  with  her  own  two  hands. 
Joann  Huss  decorated  it  using  the  words,  "Happy  Anniversary, 
Class    of    '54." 

A  doctor  is  always  in  order  where  eating  is  involved,  so  I 
was  too  happy  when  Bobby  Green,  the  only  doctor  in  our 
class,  accepted  my  invitation  and  reported  that  his  staff  of 
nurses,  Peggy  Ramsey,  Joann  Keener,  Katie  Ward,  and  Hattie 
Lingerfelt  were  arriving  with  him.  They  were  all  at  Duke 
Hospital  in  Durham,  North  Carolina. 

Every  minute  detail  having  been  taken  care  of,  I  had  only 
to  wait  for  the  great  day  to  come. 


Finally  Tuesday  came.  As  I  sat  in  the  club  house  awaiting 
the  arrival  of  my  first  guest,  I  wondered  what  the  old  teachers 
of  L.H.S.  would  think  if  they  could  see  us  now.  I  wondered 
if  we  had  turned  out  as  they  had  expected  and  hoped  we 
would.  I  was  hoping  with  all  my  heart  that  we  had  lived  up 
to  their  expectations  when  the  doorbell  interrupted  my  think- 
ing. Who  should  it  be  but  Avis  Johnson  Burgin,  who  had 
flown  in  from  Paris  where  she  was  working  as  an  artist.  When 
I  first  saw  her,  memories  of  our  waiting  in  line  at  the  L.H.S.
